REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed process of radially 
expanding a polytetrafluoroethylene tube and longitudinally stretching the tube to form 
an expanded polytetrafluoroethylene (ePTFE) tube being reconfigurable without elastic 
recovery. Specifically, although Tu et al. (European Application No. 0269449 A2) 
teaches radially expanding a polytetrafluoroethylene tube and longitudinally stretching 
the tube to form an expanded polytetrafluoroethylene (ePTFE) tube (see title; abstract; 
p. 4, II. 13-38; and figs. 3-5), Tu's material provides elastic recovery (see Tu, p. 1, II. 26- 
30; p. 1 , 1. 57 through p. 2, 1. 9; p. 4, II. 52-65; and Applicant's Arguments filed 09 August 
2010, page numbered 7 by Applicant, section titled "Claims 1,5-11, and 14-16").
